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MINUTES OF THE THIRD ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE SIBERIA-MANCHURIA MISSION, RUSSIAN 
DEPARTMENT 


The third Annual Meeting of the Siberia-Manchu- 
ria Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
convened in the Central Methodist Church, New Town, 
Harbin, Manchuria, 7 P. M. Saturday, September 27, 
1924, with Bishop H. A. Boaz, presiding. Following the 
song service Rev. N. J. Poysti led in prayer. Bishop 
Boaz conducted the devotional service reading from 


Romans 12:1—2. 


The roll was called and the following answered to 
their names: Mr. H. W. Jenkins, Mrs. H. W. Jenkins, 
Mr. Geo. F. Erwin, Mrs. G. F. Erwin, Miss Constance 
Rumbough, Mr. N. J. Poysti, Mr. G.I. Yasinitsky, Miss 
Lillian Wahl and the delegates from New Town and 
Modyagow: Mr. G. A. Kozlovsky, Mr. S. V. Speransky, 
Mr. N. F. Tarasoff, Mr. G. N. Shebanoff, Mr. R. R. 
Barilovich, Mrs. N. V. Ozol, Mrs. R. F. Gantimurova 
and Mr. A. N. Belousoff. Miss Wahl was elected sec- 
retary. 

Mr. M. B. Stokes of Songdo, Korea, was introduced 
to the Conference and spoke a few words to them.

The following three young men were recommended 
by the Examining Committee to. be licensed to preach. 
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From Central Church,—Mr. Alexander Gavrilovchuk, 
from Modyagow—Mr. A. A. Guroff and Mr. G. V. Vo- 
legoff. Since they had passed the examination required 
by the Church and their character having been passed 
upon, a vote was taken by ballot and these young men 
were licensed to preach. Bishop Boaz spoke a few 
words of exhortation to them. 

Having passed the examination of the required 
Course of Study and his character having been passed 
upon, Mr. G. I. Yasinitsky’s license was renewed. 

Mr. S. J. Zvetkoff was elected lay leader of the 
Mission. 

Judge W. Erskine Williams, head of Layman’s Move- 
ment of the Methodist Church, South, in America, was 
introduced to the Conference and spoke a few words 
about this movement in America and what it would 
mean to the Church here. 

Bishop H. A. Boaz read the appbitibents for the 
year 1924- ‘1925 (see appointments). 

The session of the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction by Bishop Boaz.

Woman's Work and Language 
Study. 
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H. W. JENKINS : 


° Superintendent Siberia Mission ‘ 


At our Conference last year the two congregations 
in Harbin were crowded into the basement of the Mis- 
sion residence in New Town and a small hall in Modya- 
gow. To-day we are able to report that the seating ca- 
pacity of the halls used for Methodist Churches in these 
sections reported last year has been increased more 
than three fold and a membership sufficiently large to 
have crowded the first halls used by the Mission a year 
ago. The present enlarged halls are crowded in_ spite 
of the fact, that there have been many causes which 
one would naturally think would seriously affect the 
interest in our work. The interest being shown in our 
work is at present prompted by more healthy causes 
than one year ago (is not so superficial as one year 
ago). Then part of the public was prompted because 
of a curiosity to know what the new movement might 
be and many even came _ because of false rumors 
in the press that the Methodists were offering material 
advantages to those that patronized or joined their 
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Church. These false notions are passing away and the trué 
spirit of Methodism, whose sole aim is to do away with 
the superficial and create an environment for the effec- 
tive preaching of the Gospel to all classes of humanity, is 
about to prevail. 

In Pristan, one of the most strategical points in 
the city, among the railroad shop people a large hall 
was rented last November and work begun. 

Brothers Venogradoff and Yasinitsky were put in 
charge of this work. These young men made noble ef- 
forts in establishing this new work. In February Brother 
Venogradoff died, and, because in July Mr. Yasinitsky 
was elected by the Mission to teach Bible in the schools, 
Mr. Poysti was put in charge of this work. It gives 
promise of becoming one of the most important centers 
of our work. 

In May 1923, the Methodist: Institute was opened 
in New Town. Courses in English, Russian Typewriting, 
and Shorthand, English Typewriting and Bookkeeping 
are offered in evening classes. 

In January of this year English evening courses 
were opened in the Pristan Community. The total en- 
rollment of evening students was 1916 from Sept. Ist 
1923, to September Ist 1924, and certificates were issued 
to 103 students, who finished the Courses prescribed. 

Because the Educational advantages offered in the 
local Grade Schools were so expensive that the poor 
in the city could not ‘attend them, it became necessary 
in order to help relieve the deplorable situation to — 
a Grade School or Gymnasium in September 1923, 
New Town and January 1924, parallel classes in Pristan. 
The buildings rented for this puspose were small but 
the enrollment in the Gymnasium amounted to 343 
pupils. The Russian Gymnasium (7 Classes) with its 3 pre- 
paratory classes corresponds with the American 10th 

grade high school. In New Town this year we had 4 
adaes of the Gymnasium and preparatory classes (a 7th 
Grade American School) while in Pristan only 4 classes 
of the Gymnasium were begun (4th, Sth, 6th and 7th 
grades). It is planned during the next three years to 
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Modyagow Church 2nd Floor. Methodist Ambulatory (clinic) 1st floor. 
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add the other 3 higher grades in New Town and the 
3 lower grades in Pristan, one each year. This will 
provide a middle education for our pupils and enable 
them to enter Russian Universities. The tuition for the 
Ist and 2nd grades is 3.50 mexican dollars per month. 
and the other five grades 5 dollars per month. Hot lunches 
consisting of soup or milk and bread is served to the 
oupils for an additional payment of 1.50 dollars per month. 

Because of the abnormal unwholesome conditions 
under which the Russian children have had to live, oc- 
casioned by revolution in Russia, it became necessary 
that special attention be paid to the health of the 
children. Medical and dental treatment is offered to all 
pupils in the Gymnasium. It is impossible to estimate the 
beneficial results of this work. 

The masses of poor refugees, living on black bread 
and water, and the poor working class inhabitants render- 
ed it necessary that the Mission assist in relieving their 
physical ills. A Clinic (called in Russian Ambulatory) was 
therefore opened in Modyagow, November 26th last year. 

Three doctors, specialists in the more common 
diseases and two dentists were employed for part time. 
A small charge of 30 sen is made for first aid treat- 
ments and advice. 

In some cases medicine and treatment is given free 
but the funds of the Mission render much free 
treatment impossible. 

The visits to the Clinic (Ambulatory) are as follows:

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Total for 9 months 12761 visits. 
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In connection with the educational and medical 
work summarized above opportunities for religious work 
have been given. Chapel exercises are conducted daily 
in the Schools and religious literature furnished to visitors 
of the Ambulatory. 

The Mission has done all that was possible to 
alleviate the suffering among the poor in Harbin during 
the last winter. Meals, consisting of soup, meat, vege- 
tables and bread were served to from 50 to 75 persons 
per day, from .November 5th to May 30th. These din- 
ners were served from the kitchen of the New Town 
Gymnasium. 

The following have deen translated and published 
this year: 

,,Methodist Christian Advocate‘‘—1000 monthly. 

,,»What is Methodism“ a translation of ,,What Every 
Methodist ought to know“ by Frazer-—5000 copies. 

,,Baptism’’—S. H. Johnson—S000 copies and a 
pamphlet ,,What do you Think of Christ?‘‘—5000 copies. 

A chapter of The Methodist Armour has been 
published in each number of the Methodist - Christian 
Advocate. We hope in the near future to put this trans- 
lated material in a book form. Most of the Discipline 
has been translated and is ready for publication. The 
literature published so far has greatly assisted us in 
informing the people correctly about the Methodist 
Church and | feel has saved us from much trouble and 
embarrassment that would have arisen from a_ misin- 
formed public. 

Looking over the past it is pleasing to note that 
our efforts have born abundant fruit and this should be 
a time of thanksgiving and praise for what has been 
accomplished.

[ was appointed as pastor of the Central Methodist 
Church last September by Bishop Boaz. Due to the 
increased work of our Mission, it has been necessary 
for me to do many things besides the ordinary work 
of a pastor. 

LANGUAGE STUDY. I tried to put in some time 
in language study, but due to many other duties and 
the hardness of my head, I have made very little progress. 

AS A TEACHER I spent two hours each day in 
the advanced department of our Methodist Institute. 
During the summer, we organized a religious school 
which we called: ,, The Wesley Bible School‘. In this 
school Misses Wahl and Rumbough gave lectures on 
the life of Christ and Paul, and | on the History of 
Methodism. Great interest was taken in this work. | had 
in my class more than one hundred people. At present 
I am teaching Church History in our Theological School. 


This school is for the training of preachers and other 


Christian workers. We have fifteen students in this 

school, six of wnich are in training to be preachers. 
AS A’ PASTOR, I have much to thank God for. 

When Bishop Boaz came last September, we had three 


duly received members and no organization at all. Du- 
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ring the year we have organized on a good firm basis. 
We have received into the Church sixty-nine full mem- 
bers. ['welve of these have come to us by certificates 
and fifty-seven by vows. Bro. Venogradoff died and two 
have been dismissed which leaves us sixty-six members 
at present. We are using the weekly envelop financial 
system. From these collections we have received 


511.59. 

OUR SUNDAY SCHOOL is well organized. We 
have five classes, one of which is taught in English by 
Mrs Erwin. Our average attendance has been near one 
hundred during the year. Our school has raised 180.35. 

THE EPWORTH LEAGUE under the leadership 
of Miss Lillian Wahl has been doing excellent work for 
many months. The League is very active in all phases 
of work. It has raised 148.51. The League is well 
attended. Many of its officers are members of other 


churches. I appreciate the activity of the Christian young 
Russians. 


THE LADIES’ MISSIONARY SOCIETY of Central 
Chursh is well organized. The ladies of our Church 
have done much to keep our hall clean and decorated. 
They have been also quite active in raising money and 
clothes, and administering to the suffering of the sick 
and the poor. The Society is now assisting in the sup- 
port of a lady worker in the Chinese Methodist Church 
in Pristan. 

THE TOTAL amount raised by the different de- 
partaments of our Church is ¥ 1100.45. Nearly all of 
this has been spent to feed and clothe the poor people 
in Harbin. 

RELIGIOUS WORK IN THE SCHOOLS. It has 
been a great pleasure to me to conduct Chapel once 
and twice each week in our Institute and High School. 
In my chapel talks I have tried to set before our puplis 
the highest type of moral and spiritual ideals.

Bishop H. A. Boaz and the Members of the Annual 
Mission Meeting: 


[ am very glad to report about the work which | 
have been doing since my appointment September 11, 
1923. In spite of many bitter experiences on the field, 
God has helped me to find joy in the great work among 
the dear Russian people. 


LITERARY WORK. I have to confess that I have 


produced nothing along this line, except the few artic- 
les that | wrote and the few I selected for translation 
for our Russian Christian Advocate. Most of the literary 
work I contributed, was proofreading of translations, 
especially, of the Discipline which was translated by 
our official interpreter and other translators. The reading 
of the Discipline demanded great care and accuracy 
with regard to our law and constitution. I think that the 
literary work is one of the most important works, be- 
cause the Russian people have no protestant literature 
whatsoever except a few, five or six big: books and 
pamphlets. Our future depends very much upon our 
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periodicals, Sunday School literature and general reli- 
gious literature. At present we have on hand in Russian 
some small pamphlets concerning the history of our 
Church which was also published in our Russian Chri- 
stian Advocate. We still need real devoticnal and dog- 
matical literature for our people. May be it will seem too 
strong if I say that without this work it will be almost 
impossible to carry on successfully our work here. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK. It covers only the theo- 
logical work. We opened our theological work on No- 
vember 12, 1923, with the following students enrolled 
during the year: Messrs B. Venogradoff, G. Yasinitsky, 
G. Volegoff, A. Guroff, A. Gavrilovchuck, I. Piatakoff. 
[ am sorry to say, that one-vof these promising, young 
men, brother Venogradoff, was called home to’ his hea- 
vently Father. Efforts were made to educate them 
so as to meet the requirements of Paul, who said: 
,,otudy to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth’. The following subjects were taught: 
Systematic Theology, Church History, Homiletic, Dis- 
cipline, New Testament. This class continued: until this 
summer. It was opened again on the 15th df Septem- 
ber, 1924. I was appointed by our Ministerial Commit- 
tee to deliver lectures on the New Testament, which | 
have divided into three sections as: the introductory 
part, the analytical part, the devotional part and homi- 
letic. | was also appointed to supervise their literary 
work. 


PASTORAL WORK. Modyagow Church. During 
this time 64 members were received. Out of this num- 
ber three members were accepted on certificates, others 
were received on vows. Four of these members were 
expelled at the Church conference. One turned to the 
Baptists, seven left Harbin, but they are still connected 
with the Chutch through correspondence. I held six holy 
Communion'Services, two infant Baptisms, and one Mar- 
riage. The following is a schedule of the services: Sun- 
day morning —Prayer meeting, Sunday School, Sunday 
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evening service; Monday—Women's Missionary Meetings; 
Tuesday-—Class meetings; Wednesday—-Bible lecture; 
Friday—Sunday School Teachers’ Meeting; Saturday 
Epworth League Meeting. In total I had 150 religious 
meetings. During the winter the average attendance of 
the religious services and Bible lectures was 260. | held 
six Church Conferences and one Quarterly Conference 
was held by Rev. J. Hawk. Four persons were recom- 
mended from the Modyagow Church as theological stu- 
dents and two of them were recomended for license to 
preach. The total collections from January were 260.56 yen. 
During this time the Modyagow Church has _ had the 
pleasure of listening to the sermons of Bishop H. A. 
Boaz, Brother Stokes, Brother Moose; also of Dr. Nobles 
and Shaw from the Northern Church. 


PRISTAN CHURCH. At the Mission Meeting July 


19, 1924, I received the appointment to take charge of 
the religious work in Pristan. During the months of July 
and August I preached there once every week. Begin- 
ning with September I| hold two religious services every 


week; one Epworth League Meeting and one Sunday 
School. 


A class of five probationers has been organized. 
The average attendance is sixty. 


In conclusion of my report I wish to express my 
gratitude towards the members of our Mission, with 
whom | have had an opportunity of working in bro- 
therly love and understanding. They have been friendly 
towards me and my family, and given sympathy and 
cooperation. | hope that with the assistance of the 
Spirit of the Almighy God and with the brotherly love 
we shall be able to carry on our work with better re- 
sults in the future.

REPORT TO THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South in Harbin, by 
Mr. G. I. YASINITSKY, 


a student of the Theological School and preacher. 


[ consider that a great privilege has _ been 
bestowed upon me by God himself, that is, to take part 
in the Annual Conference session and to give a report 
of my work to the Conference and those present. 

At the last Annual Conference, | was appointed 
by Bishop Boaz to open work in Old Harbin; but as_ 
it was impossible to find a suitable place there, the Mis- 
sionary Committee decided to open work in Pristan and 
give the gospel to the people there. | worked there 
together with Brother Venogradoff. Afterwards his health 
began to fail and | was obliged to assume his duties 
as Superintendent of the Sunday Bible School and en- 
tire responsibility of the evening service. 

The work was opened in Pristan December 15, 
1923. The Sunday evening meetings and Sunday Bible 
School were organized at once. In winter time the 
meeting place was often overthronged. The average at- 
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tendance was 80 in winter and 40 in summer. One 
hundred fifty-two people were enrolled in the Sunday 
School. However only 32"/o attended regulary. During 
that time thirty-four rubles and thirteen kopeks was col- 
lected, the greatest part of which was spent ia pur- 
chasing Bibles and New Testaments for distribution 
among the poor. 

In Janua.y 20, 1924, we had a week of revival ser- 
vices, led by Mr. M. B. Stokes of Korea with the help 
of Rev iis and Mr. Poysti. In May an additional 
five o clock Sunday meeting was held by Mr. Geo. F. 
Erwin for those, who wished to become better acquaint- 
ed with the Methodist Church. During the period of 
work I organized eight prayer meetings and preached 
forty times altogether. 

Beginning in September 1923, Mr. Jenkins asked 
me to lead the chapel exercises in the New Town 
Gymnasium; and from January 1924, to the end of the 
term, also attended chapel in Pristan. Besides this work 
[ attended Mr. N. J. Poystis theological lectures and 
studied English in the Institute. In order to propogate 
our Church literature, | corresponded with different dis- 
tricts of Siberia and sent them fifteen copies of the 
Methodist Advocate regularly. 

During July my _ health failed and I was given a 
month's vacation after which I received a new appoint- 
ment as Bible Teacher in the gymnasiums. Now I have 
twenty-four lessons a week in the gymnasiums and 
study English in the Institute and keep up with the 
work of the theological classes, although I can not at- 
tend the classes. 

[ wish to express my appreciation to the superin- 
lendent of the Mission, Mr. Jenkins, for his close atten- 
{ion and instruction in my work. Also I wish to express 
my appreciation to Mr. Erwin, Miss Rumbough, Miss 
Wahl for their help and encouragment in my work, and 
Mr Poysti for his theological lectures which increased 
my knowledge of the Bible; and last all the people for 
their love and prayers.

When one's appointment is ,,Language Study’ the 
hours to carry out the commission may be long and 


tedious but the report of the years work~ short My 
appointment read ,,Language Study’. Therefore having 
arrived with Miss Wahl in Mabie. on the 19th of Oc- 
tober 1923, with her | arranged with teachers and began 
regular study on the 23rd. At first we gave five hours 
a day to Russian; later we increased the time to six 
hours a day, keeping this schedule until the present, 
finishing this week our tenth month. Russian friends 
have been most long-suffering and kind in listening 
patiently to our attempts to speak their language, thus 
helping in a very real way. 

While studying the language we have been able to fill in 
and help in a small way in the general work of the mission. 

In the fall I taught two English classes a day in 
the Institute, and led clapel once a week; during the 
winter and spring one class and chapel. In the special — 
Summer Institute my work was teaching the life of Paul 
substituting this Bible class for the English. I am now 
teaching a Bible course in the Ministerial School. 
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My evangelistic work has been teaching a Sunday 
School class, and working in the Woman’s Missionary 
Society and Epworth League. 

The Sunday School work has been in Central 
Church with teen age girls and boys with an average 
attendance of about seventeen. Last winter we _ studied 
the ,,Manhood of the Master’, since then the regular 
international lessons. Besides this we have learned twenty 
four Bible verses and the twenty-third psalm. This class 
is organized and twice a month until summer had week 
day socials and business meetings. Christmas the young 
people raised ninety yen for relief. Five boys from this 
class have given themselves and their lives to Christ 
and last Sunday united with our Church. 

In the missionary society | have worked with the 
women in Modyagow. I have found these women very 
loyal members of the church and willing workers in 
every way. We have two meetings a month, one educa- 
cational and missionary program to which the public 
has been invited and other a business meeting. The 
women also meet every week to sew. The Society is 
not rich, but has done what it could to relieve the 
suffering of its own people and now is joining with the 
women of Central Church to help support a Bible wo- 
man in the Chinese Methodist Church in Harbin. 

In the Epworth League I have worked in Pristan. 
League work in this place has been difficult as there 
has been no church membership to give it its support 
and from which to elect officers. The League member- 
ship has been small and changing. However we have 
held devotional programs on Saturday evenings to which 
’ the general outside puplic has come, sometimes in large 
numbers, many times in small numbers, with a few who 
have kept up an interest all the way through. 

My first year of missionary work has been filled 
with study and work. It has brought two blesings—an 
acquaintance and love for the Russian people, and a 
sense of a deeper and abiding fellowship with God.

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REPORT OF LILLIAN WAHL 


Reports are not interesting when you must make 
them yourself but there is a joy in making your first 
report of work done on the field. However I haven't 
much to report as most of the time has been spent in 
language study to which we faithfully tried to give five 
hours a day and later six hours a day. 

Besides the language study, I taught English two 
hours a day in the Institute until November with one 
chapel period a week. After November | taught only 
one hour of English a day with a chapel period. 

In December we organized the Ladies Missionary 
Society, which was the beginning of our work with the 
women. Ihey have responded beautifully and have wor- 
~ ked faithfully. At first we only had one meeting a month 
when we studied the work in the other mission field. 
At Christmas the Church gave baskets of food and 
clothing to the poor people in the barracks of Harbin, 
the women helped in raising the money and distributing 
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the baskets. Since April we have been meeting every 
week and'a few have done some sewing. Besides this 
the Society has helped twenty-five people find work 
and hepled others in many ways. They care for the 
church and bought three small carpets for the altar in the 
new church. The work is new to them but they are becoming 
more interested in the work. They are giving a small 
amount for the support of a Chinese lady worker in 
the New Chinese Church in Harbin. Each lady is paying 
a small sum towards this work. 

Our Epworth League work in New Town has 
grown wOuenaly. These young people are splendid 
workers and have taken an active part in all the church 
work. Three. or four of the workers in the league have 
become members of the church. The officers have been 
enthusiastic workers and have carried out the programs 
like any league at home. The program Saturday before 
Mother's Day was fine, and, in spite of the downpour 
of rain, many. mothers and fathers came. At Easter time 
they prepared some gifts for poor families living in a 
barrack in Old Harbin. They are planning quite a lot 
of new work for the new year. The new officers have 
been elected but not installed. They are paying a small 
sum to help pay the tuition of a boy in our Gymnasium 
and also a small sum for Missions. 

Since the work opened in Pristan I have been 
working in the Sunday School there. | wanted a Sunday 
School Class of the teen-age boys and girls but so far 
gavent gotten those ages interested very much in the 
work. However this fall they are beginning to come.

We are very sorry that we were unable to secure 
full information about the life of Mr. Venogradoff; but 
are glad to give the few details secured. 

Brother Venogradoff was born in Petersburg (Lenin- 
grad) in an orthodox family and received his early train- 
ing in his home. Later he entered one of the gymna- 
siums of Petersbnrg which was the beginning of his 
education. During the Russo-German War he entered 
the military service; but at close of the war retired af- 
ter having attained the rank of lieutenant. As a boy he 
became acquainted with the Young Mens Christian 
Association at the time Mr. Gaylord, the great philanth- 
ropist, was its head. 

Later Bro. Venogradoff came to Vladivostok and 
entered the University in that city. After finishing he 
entered the service of the Y. M. C. A. and became 
interested in the physical department. While in_ this 
work he received some medals and insigniae which 
proved his ability as an athlete. 

Coming to Harbin some time later he became 
acquainted with the work of the Methodist Church in 
this city and decided to give his life to God’s service. Mr. 
Venogradoff entered the Theological School and last fall 
was appointed by Bishop Boaz to work in Pristan. Soon 
afterwards his health began to fail noticeably and it was 
discovered that he was suffering with heart's disease. 

On February 24, 1924 he died and was buried by 
the Methodist Mission on the 26. 

He was a true christian, an earnest laborer, a di- 
ligent student and a great patriot.
